Mr. Lloyd George and his 
colleagues waited until half-past two in the 
afternoon, but they waited in:vain. They 
got into touch with M. Kameneff- 
Rosenfeld in London. What he told them 
has not been disclosed, but, whatever it 
was, it did not rélieve the tension of the 
situation. At seven o clock they were still 
in session, and no direct reply had come 
from Moscow. Late in the evening, how- 
ever, the Press Association was authorised 
to announce that the Soviet Government 
had “definitely declined the Allies’ pro 
posals."’ The whole matter, we are told, 
has been referred to the naval and mili- 
tary chiefs, and the conference will be 
resumed this morning, when their report, 
nm. doubt, will be considered. In the 
opinion of those at Lympne, this snub 
from Moscow means that the Bolsheviks 
intend to capture Warsaw and to present 
the Allies with the fait accompli of. a 
Polish Seviet. The latest communiqués 
from the front seem to suggest that the 
Polish High Command already has 
abandoned the capital strategically, and 
that, unless an immediate halt be called 
in the Reds’ advance, Bolshevist Cossacks 
will be watering their horses in the Vistula 
before the present week has closed. 

Phe average Briton knows and cares 


There- 
fore, the news that they are being 
defeated by the Bolsheviks leaves him 
cold. Negertheless, chance and the 
accidents of history have put the Poles 
in a position on the Continent of Europe 
which makes them the gatekeepers of 
Western culture. Twice already the Poles 
have saved Europe from Eastern invasion. 
Sobieski flumg back the Turk from the 
walls “of Vienna little more than two 
hundred years ago. To-day they are en- 
gaged in a similar task. Bolshevism is 
attacking Europe, and Poland is in death 
grips with the world’s relentless enemy. 
The facts ate that the Bolshevist Armies 
are on their way to the German frontier ; 
that the map of Europe may be painted 
red from the Urals to the Rhine within 
the next few ; and that the hideous 
monster of ‘smeared anarchy soon 
may be leering acfoss the English Channel. 
The active hostility of British Labour to 
the Poles, therefore, is not only “Te- 
grettable; it is suicidal. At Birmingham, 
Newcastle, and Glasgow, on Saturday, 
mass meetings of British workers called 
for “direct action” to prevent the Allies 
from giving help to Poland. A moment’s 
reflection would show any sensible worker 
the folly of such conduct, but Bolshevist 
propaganda has taken good care that he 
shall not reflect. Pro-Bolshevist resolu- 
tions and the like can result only in loss of 
British prestige, and ruin to whatever slight 
chance there may be of rescuing Poland 
and Europe without recourse to arms. The 
Poles, be they good or bad, are fighting 
the cause of the wives and children of 
Britain's workers. They are fighting for 
liberty against thraldom, for hope against 
despair, for humanity against a beast. 
They must not be allowed to succumb. 

No country in Europe wants war, even 
with the Bolsheviks. What, then, i

Archbishop Mannix. 


The Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Melbourne came into fierce conflict with 
imperialist feeling in Australia. Again, 
in the United States, he associated 
himself with the Irish-American - ex- 
trémists, who made a disorderly demon- 
stration when he sailed for Furope in the 
Baltic. Thereupon the British Govern- 
ment decreed that he should not-be allowed 
to land in Ireland. We think that even 
those Irishmen to whom Dr. Mannix’s 
political views are thoroughly objection- 
able will question the wisdom of this 
decision. It appears from letters written 
at Los Angeles on the 14th June that Dr, 
Mannix was really anxious to avoid poli- 
tical réclame during his. brief passage 
through this country on his way to Rome. 
Tt was to have been a purely domestic 
visit, and, if the Government had not 
decided to interfere, it might have been 
uneventful. The Government's stage- 
management has charged all that. ‘It has 
turned the Archbishop into a martyr,’ 
Nationalist Ireland into one loud yoice of 
angry protest, and the Baltic’s trip into’ 
first-class mystery of the sea. As we 
write, nobody knows where the ship will 
come to port, or whether she sailed last 
night in view of the bonfires which illumi- 
nated the coasts of Cork. British de- 
stroyers are as active as if the, menace of 
the German submarine had been revived. 
The freedom of half a dozen Irish cities is 
being prepared for the vehement prelate. 
Party feeling runs high in Liverpool, 
which, until a late hour last night, was 
regarded as the Baltic’s most probable 
destination, and the police authorities 
seem to be not a little concerned for the 
peace of the city. In a word, any inten- 
tion which Dr. Mannix may have had of 
giving trouble to British authority in these 
islands has been fulfilled for him by that 
authority's own act—and there was always 
the possibility that he had no such inten. 
tion at all. In the present state of the 
national temper the whole business is very 
unfortunate. We agree with the Karl of 
Denbigh that exclusion may make the 
Archbishop a hero “in those Irish eyes 
which, perhaps, may now be disposed to 
question his wisdom and judgment.’’ 


Sea and Rail. 
‘The increased railway fares came into 
operation last Friday. It is expected that 
wil} result in an appreciable reduc- 
tion of the number of travellers by train. 
Already the motor chars-a-bancs were doing 
a roaring trade, and now it is said that 
holiday-makers in Great Britain are begin- 
ning to discover the coasting steamer. 
Vessels plying to northern and western 
ports are carrying full complements of 
passengers: in some cases the demand for 
accommodation exceeds the supply. The 
Temes gives some illustrations of the cheap- 
ness of sea as compared with rail. A first- 
class return ticket from London to Aber- 
deen by sea costs £4 10s., while the third- 
class railway fare is £6 17s.; amd the 
corresponding charges between London and 
Glasgow are £4 10s. and £5 10s. 14d. The 
coasting lines hope that the forthcoming 
increase in railway rates will divert also a 
certain amount of traffic to the steamers. 
A third-class railway ticket for the journey 
from London to Inverness now costs
